at odds with the mother country, 
but that Canada did not condemn 
though it regretted the action since 
it did not think the results could 
be achieved. 

“I wish that there might have 
been consultation. If we are ac¬ 
cused of voting with Soviet Rus¬ 
sia remember it was with 67 oth¬ 
er countries and when Canada’s 
resolution on a UN emergency 
force came up recall how the vote 
went.” He went on to say “We 
are back together again and Prime 
Minister Harold McMillan disposed 
cf the matter a few days ago in 
his speech.”

Pearson said “There is no coun¬ 
try in the world that has as bright 
a future aB Canada"’ but he remind¬ 
ed the audience of the dangers in¬ 
herent in world affairs. "But in 
the event of atomic war no coun¬ 
try has\ future.” 

It was sombre note on which 
to close and most impressed were 
thte young people who made up 
about a quarter of the audience. 
Most of these were not voters but 
some admitted that they were pick¬ 
ing up their current events first 
hand. It has been noted that High 
River meetings have brought out 
a considerable number of young 
people between 17 and 25 in the 
past year. 


Aside from the cities, High River 
has bean one of the most spoken 
to centres in the federal election 
when it comes to the : top echelon' 
speakers. 

John Diefenbaker came in March 
to the Macleod Conservative nom¬ 
ination convention, when Dr. L. E. 
Kindt was named Conservative 
candidate. 

Hon. ,Lester B. Pearson spoke 
on Saturday night at the High Riv¬ 
er Centre and Premier Manning 
is expected soon. 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner opened the 
Liberal campaign at Fort Macleod 
when Gordon Burton was named 
several months ago and Hon. Geo. 
Prudham is expected in the Crows 
Nest but High River has drawn 
mor* than half the speakers, on 
top of holding a District 12 FUA 
panel and a High River local FUA 
panel for political candidates. 

The Saturday night meeting drew

is the development of that city in 
Canada’s growth that my town is 
no* practically in the middle jf 
Toronto.” This led Mr. Pearson 
smoothly into a brief description 
of the advances Canada has made 
and them into her place in world 
affairs. 

“Mr. Burton compliments me 
when he calls me Mr. Canada. I 
like being the average Canadian.’’ 
He went on to discuss the charges 
that parliamentary government is 
in danger. “So long as parliament 
is the result of the decision of the 
electorate, parliamentary govern¬ 
ment is in no danger.

The firm had also recently com¬ 
pleted construction of a line from 
Clairmont to Grande Prairie, Al¬ 
berta. No other extensive building 
v.as planned for this year. 

Company crews are presently 
clearing for a power line from 
Slave Lake to Canyon Creek, said 
the official. 

This follows up acquisition last 
fall of the properties of Slave Lake 
Utilities. New line, to be tied into 
the Grande Prairie transmission 
system later this year, will serve 
communities of Slave Lake, Wide- 
water and Canyon Creek. 

Smith utilities plant has also 
been taken over by Canadian Utili¬ 
ties and that community will be 
served by a separate plant.

7. Be sure your lights are on 
before you pull onto a lighted 
street at night. 

8. Never stop, on the travelled 
portion of a roadway at night. If 
you must stop, pull completely off 
the roadway, leaving parking and 
dome lights on. Carry flares for 
use in emergencies. ~

Ladies’ shoes 75c a pair; din¬ 
ing room chairs, $1.19 each. 

These must have been the days 
when two could live as cheaply 
a* one.

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SPRAY YOUR GARDEN 
WITH GREATER CARE 


(The Mercury, Estevan, Sask.) 


Horticulture, a special committee, 
which was set up a year ago to 
study this matter and determine 
its seriousness, reported substan¬ 
tial damage to ornamentals, vege¬ 
table crops and fruits. 

T. A. Sandercock, chairman of 
the committee, and vegetable spe- 
cialist for the Manitoba Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, reported the 
results of a recent survey conduct- 


The March 1st ‘Seeding Inten¬ 
tions’ of Western Canadian farm¬ 
ers published by the Dominion Bu¬ 
reau of Statistics, contained few 
surprises. The whole trend seems 
to be in the direction of special 
crops and those which are free, or 
relatively .free, of quota restric¬ 
tions. Thus we find that the in¬ 
tended acreage of Durum wheat 
may be increased as much as 50 
percent over last year. No small 
part of this increase is expected 
to be in Manitoba where a con¬ 
siderable acreage may be planted 
this year to the new rust resistant 
variety Ramsey. Large is the flax 
seed acreage was last year it is 
likely to be even larger in 1957, an 
increase of more than 16 percent 
being expected for this crop. Bar¬ 
ley acreage too, is expected to in¬ 
crease about 12 percent over that 
of last year and most of this will 
be of the malt varieties which will 
be eligible for over the quota de¬ 
livery by carlot. 

It is rather surprising to read 
of the large increase anticipated 
in the rapeseed acreage in West¬ 
ern Canada. This may amount to 
as much as 70 percent and some 
authorities are expecting that it 
may go even higher. Such an acre¬ 
age would give a very large quan¬ 
tity of rapeseed, even on an aver¬ 
age yield per acre and although 
there has been an expending mar¬ 
ket for rapeseed in recent years, 
the market is still limited. Thus 
it might be very easy to over¬ 
produce this special crop particu¬ 
larly if the season is a favorable 


in both Canada and the United 
States. From this survey, it was 
reported that selective herbicides 
have caused widespread damage, 
and that 2,4-D and related com¬ 
pounds rank higher than any 
others on the list of dangerous 
materials. 

“It is gratifying to note, how¬ 
ever,” said Mr. Sandercock, “that 
no one has indicated that 2,4-D can¬ 
not be used with complete safety 
near ornamental plants, provided 
due consideration is given to the 
formula used and the method of 
application.” 

According to the committee's re¬ 
port, in southern Alberta damage 
to field and homestead shelterbelts 
has caused considerable concern. 
In North Dakota, forestry officials 
are considering the elimination of 
the Manitoba maple, which hither¬ 
to has been an impoi'tant shelter- 
belt species. Several years ago a 
survey made of the important 
truck gardening area In the vicin¬ 
ity of Winnipeg, involving thou¬ 
sands of acres, revealed that there 
was scarcely a fully healthy to¬ 
mato plant in the entire area. 

Quoting from the report, Mr. 
Sandercock said, "The economic 
importance of chemical weed con¬ 
trol is fully recognized. It is also 
quite evident, however, that the 
more widely chemicals are used 
for this purpose, the more serious 
the damage to horticultural crops 
becomes. It is obvious that a great 
deal of the damage is wind-borne; 
and it is not generally realized how 
far away the particles of the chem¬ 
icals borne can be carried by the 
wind and cause damage. The use 
of airplanes for custom spraying, 
which is now becoming quite com¬ 
mon, is undoubtedly a contribut¬ 
ing factor also. In the long run, 
one of the most important factors 
Involved is the very large number 
of home gardens scattered all over 
the prairies on farms, and in vil¬ 
lages, towns and cities. For ex¬ 
ample, Edmonton Parks officials 
estimated that more than 24,000 
bottles of weed-control material 
were purchased last year by the 
city’s 40,000 home owners. Home 
gardeners themselves can do much 
damage if they are not very care¬ 
ful in the application of herbi¬ 
cides.” It was pointed out that 
several states — Arkansas, Cali-

It seems that the Railway Association of Canada is 
making its annual enquiry of municipal councils regarding 
the duration of daylight saving time. According to this 
association the majority of the communities in Ontario and 
Quebec are in favor of' extending the period of daylight 
saving. The proposal now is October 27 instead of the 
present September date. 

We don't know who appoints the Railway Association 
of Canada or who they represent. About the only time we 
hear of them is in reference to daylight saving time. If they 
are associated with the railway they have a job to do in 
convincing those organizations to co-operate and schedule 
trains with the present hours generally accepted for day¬ 
light saving. The biggest confusion right now in daylight

Most Albertans willing to be 
insulted by $22.00 

(The Canadian, Camrose, Alberta) 

There were several factors in the new Alberta budget, 
brought down by the Provincial Treasurer, Hon. Mr. Hin- 
man, that could have been pounced upon for criticism 
by the political opponents, but that $22.00 direct dividend 
qfaeque was not one of them. Even there it is very evident 
that the idea embraces a good deal of political expediency 
. . . but it's might potent-expediency. Had the dividend 
come out of general taxation revenues we would have 
laid into the ethics of the move ourselves, but this money 
is direct oil royalty money—money derived from natural 
resources, more or less a legacy. Our only criticism is 
that the dividend was not set at a higher figure, say $50 
per adult. Thus Alberta is doing something no other prov¬ 
ince in Canada has ever been able to do . . . directly 
distribute some fruits of the natural resources to the 
people. Most people will welcome the chance to spend 
this money as they see fit. It would have lacked its halo 
If it had been distributed through the medium of social 
services.

It gave a real picture and at once established the 
Identity of these athletes. You knew whether they were 
from town or country, ryhere they lived, whether they 
were grandmothers or in their merry thirties or in the 
first flush of wifehood. The reader thought of the nice 
husbands who cleared the way for the wives to go galli- 
vating round winning prizes. It made a well-rounded 
satisfactory, meaningful story. 

In unhappy contrast is the prevailing custom of first 
names only for women, ^ne reads news from a certain 
district that Bessie Bounce, Mary Smith, Susie Hodgins, 
Sara Brown and other quartets have won curling honors. 

But that news has significance only for the small com¬ 
munity in which these valiant ladies live. For the general 
leader it is a blank.

Some sobering statistics

In Russia 19.6 per 1,000 of the population go to uni¬ 
versity, in the United States 15.0 per 1,000, and in Canada 
9.94 per 1,000. 

These statistics were given at the National Confer¬ 
ence on Engineering, Scientific and Technical Manpower j 
held in September last jeay. They will surprise many I 
Canadians. They indicate mat we are lagging far behind 
In higher education if numbers are any indication, as 
indeed they must be, when such disparity as this exists. 

With Education Week, which we have just observed, ; 
it is appropriate that we be faced with facts like these, j 
They emphasize the importance of our elementary and i 
secondary school system. For it is in our public ar.d high j 
schools that students of university calibre are developed. 

If we want more Canadians to go to university, 
obviously standards of teaching in our schools must be of 
the best. There can be no skimping here. 

One of the great needs in Canada is more scholar¬ 
ships and bursaries to enable bright boys and girls who 
cannot afford with their own resources to go to ur.iver- j 
sity to continue their studies. Here is an opportunity for ; 
public-spirited companies and citizens that can afford to 
do so to make a contribution of vital importance to the 
future of our country.

Newsprint price jumps 

(The Review, Coronation, Alberta) 

Newsprint took another steep jump this month which | 
will bring the price up $11.00 a ton for the class of paper 
used in the Review.

We have no control whatever over the price of news¬ 
print—it is an easily exportable commodity and seems to 
command whatever price the manufacturer and his helpers 
decide. In fact the very large U.S.A. consumers have so 
far found no way of controlling the continual rise in price 
of this Canadian product. 

It is another of these commodities for which the 
demand is exceeding the producing ability and will con¬ 
tinue to go up until the supply (manufacturing) catches up 
with the rapidly increasing (consumption) demand. 

Meanwhile the Review asks subscribers to keep their 
paper on as nearly a paid-in-advance basis as possible.

Illustrious visitor 

(The Post-Express, Napanee, Ont.) 

A native son of this constituency, Hon. Ralph O. 
Campney, minister of National Defence, will visit Napanee 
next Wednesday on the occasion of the Prince Edward- 
Lennox Liberal Association nomination convention. Mr. 
Campney will be paying his first visit to Napanee in many 
years although he is a native of this riding, born near 
Picton. 

The visit of a minister of the crown to this riding indi¬ 
cates that the National Liberal Association is showing more 
than passing interest in this constituency. 

It is the first time in some years that the Liberal 
Association of the constituency has shown early interest 
in an election. Several names have been mentioned as 
potential candidates and the date of the election has not 
yet been set. No matter who wins when the ballots are 
eventually marked, it looks as though there will be a 
strong contest. 


Education means employment 

(The Record, Rimbey, Alberta) 

A recent country-wide survey of job seekers registered 
with the National Employment Service has produced the 
evidence that lack of education and unemployment com¬ 
monly go hand in hand. 

The question asked was: "Does poor education have 
anything to do with becoming unemployed?" The answer 
provided by the NES survey, the first of its kind ever 
taken, is "Yes, both directly and indirectly." 

Analysis of the figures showed that 70 out of every 
100 among the job seekers had grade eight education or 
less, whereas for the whole labor force, only 55 out of 100 
had grade eight education or less. Conversely, only 30 out 
of every 100 job seekers had Grade nine education or 
better, while, for the whole labor force, 45 out of 100 had 
Grade 9 education or better, his disparity was common 
to all regions and for both males and females. 

The survey also showed that the rate of unemploy¬ 
ment for the poorly educated was almost double the rate 
j for the better educated. Rate of unemployment is obtained 
! by expressing the number of jobless as a percentage of 
the labor force. For those with Grade eight education or 
less, the rate of unemployment was about five and one- 
half percent and for those with a Grade nine or better 
education the rate of unemployment was less than three 
percent. 

The NES survey pointed up the fact that the relation¬ 
ship between a lack of education and unemployment is 
not wholly a direct one. What seems to happen is that 
poorly educated individuals tend to become channelled 
into occupations which have a high rate of unemploy¬ 
ment. The following data, based on official government 
figures, bear this out: 

In the fishing, logging and trapping occupations. 84 
out of 100 workers have Grade eight education or less, 
and the rate of unemployment for these occupations is 
almost 13 percent. For those classed as laborers, the rate 
of unemployment is better than 12 percent, and 74 out 
of every 100 laborers have a Grade eight education or 
less. On the other hand, those in clerical or professional 
occupations are better educated, on the whole. Only 24 
out of 100 of those employed in clerical jobs have Grade 
eight or less, and the rate of unemployment in that calling 
is only a little more than two percent. In the professions, 
fewer than 4 out of 100 have Grade eight or less, and the 
rate of unemployment is less than one percent. 

There are, however, cases where the relationship 
between lack of education and unemployment is a direct 

Two examples would be where poorly educated 
workers remain unemployed simply because they do not 
have the requirements\to fill the existing vacant positions; 
and where teohnological changes within a plant result in 
a change of job duties or in the creation of new jobs which 
poorly educated members of the staff cannot handle, with 
resultant lay-off.

Accident rate high 

(The Recorder, Reston, Man.) 

Every 48 seconds an automobile accident occurs on 
Canada's streets and highways. Someone is injured every 
eight minutes. The annual toll in lives lost and property 
damaged each year reaches a higher level. 

Many automobile accidents occur at night and the 
All Canada Insurance Federation, representing more than 
200 competing Canadian fire, automobile and casualty 
insurance firms, recommends these rules for night driving. 

1. Do not drive when over-tired. Stop for coffee or a 
short nap. 

2. Do not rely on "wake up” pills. Their effects are 
sometimes unsafe. 

3. In general, drive slower than you would during 
the daytime when visibility is good. 

4. Keep a special watch for pedestrians in dark 
clothing. 

5. Always dim your light when following another 
car or aproaching other cars. 

6. Keep well to your own side of the road. Approach¬ 
ing drivers use your lights to help ascertain their own 
position. 

7. Pull well off the highway if you must stop for 
repairs or other reasons. 

8. Always carry a flashlight or flares for use in 
emergencies. 

9. Pump your brake several times to give a good 
warning when you are about to stop. 

10. Signal all turns.

in their parish halls. They also knew that mem¬ 
bers of church officially opposed to gambling 
will buy and sell tickets on raffles held under 
the auspices of church bazaars or service clubs. 
Their recommendation, if adopted, would do 
little to disturb existing customs, and if the 
law is tightened, it may be assumed that its 
enforcement will be no stricter than it has 
been in the past. 

Seeing that Great Britain has adopted a 
form of lottery bond, some Canadians were 
hopeful that the committee might recommend 
some relaxation of Canadian anti-lottery laws. 

No such luck! 

The committee instead recommended mea¬ 
sures to make it more difficult to sell Irish 
Sweepstake tickets in this country and the 
confiscation of winnings of any Canadian who 
might be lucky eough to win a prize. 

Since the profits of the Irish Sweepstakes 
go to the suppot of Irish hospitals, the com¬ 
mittee's recommendation may be construed as 
uncharitable. Confiscation of Canadian win¬ 
nings might be made legal, but would still be 
dishonest. The morality of the recommenda¬ 
tion, made to please the anti-gambling mor¬ 
alists, is something for the higher casuists to 
argue. 

Nothing appears to have been considered 
in the way of removing the anomalies connect¬ 
ed with the betting on horse races. Apparent¬ 
ly the principle remains established that bet¬ 
ting away from race tracks is a harmful prac-

from Duke University, Medical 
School. 

Drs. Benjamin A. Johnson and 
Susan C. Dees outlined steps for 

prevention of the disease, eczema 
vaccinatum, in a paper which won 
the Cooper Memorial Award for 
1957. 

Eczema vaccinatum, the Duke 
paediatricians explain, is a gener¬ 
alized spread of cowpox (the di¬ 
sease that produces a sore in an 
ordinary smallpox vaccination). 

This can happen when a person 


■'lamentable and preventable di¬ 
sease.” the doctors offer these 
mles for its prevention:

There were 147 injury accidents 
—16 less than in 1950. 

These statistics were given by 
registrar of motor vehicles, R. B. 
Baillie, who had less enthusiasm 
for the record of other areas of 
Manitoba. 

Fatal accidents in rural Mani¬ 
toba during January and February 
showed a 500 percent increase over 
the 1950 figure—one accident then; 
six so far this year. Injury acci¬ 
dents are up 44 percent—from 81 
in 1950 to 117 this year. 

Mr. Baillie said accident statis¬ 
tics are giving the face of Mani¬ 
toba a new topography; districts 
with a driver improvement pro¬ 
gram have an accident rate dra- 
matially lower than the ones that 
don’t.
